1. Claims 1-5, 7-14, 18-26, and 29-41 are allowed

Actions, does not specifically disclose or fairly suggest a method including the combination of 
all the elements, steps, and limitations specifically recited in claims 1, 24, 31, 34, 35, and 36, 
particularly wherein a second wavelength-to-voltage function is generated using a wavelength 
transform function consisting of relating the wavelengths in the reference optical signal with the 
wavelengths in the measurement signal with the following equation: Xm-i = (m/m-l)^m, where m 
and m-1 represent the order of the wavelength passband, m being an integer number greater than 

1, Xm and Xm-l are wavelengths transmitted at the and (m-l) th order respectively.
